"Best team in the state, let's go to work!" The theme was often heard 
coming from the boys' varsity locker room each day at 3 :00 to initiate the start of 
ractice. The team started off practice with a study table which went from 2:45 to

Assistant Coach James Hoffman, 
Roosevelt state champ of 1 994, had to balance being a college student at Simpson 
and a track coach at Roosevelt.

Juniors and seniors alike cram to get all their credits 
and college applications in before the deadline, but the 
dreaded ACTs/S ATs also had to be taken by all students 
in order to get into college. 

The ACT( American College Testing program) 
Assessment measures skills in English, mathematies. 
reading and science by administering a multiple choice 
test in each of the specified subjects. 

The English portion is a 75 question. 45 minute 
test, the math is a 60 question, 60 minute test and the 
reading and science tests are each 40 questions and take 
35 minutes each. 

Students registered online at www.actstudent.org 
or they mailed in the registration packet found in the 
counseling office. The colleges had deadlines for the 
ACT scores because they took four to seven weeks 
after a test date to mail the score to the student's college 
choice. 

"I remember dreading the ACT's so much. I practiced 
so much. Even then night before the test I was up way 
too late. I don't recommend that to anyone," junior 
Laura Rhine said.

Volume 82's 975 copies of The Roughrider were published in Logan, Utah by 
Herff Jones. Both the sale cost of the book and the money brought in from 
advertising helped make The Roughrider completely self-sustained. During the 
fall of 2004's registration the cost of the book, $40.00, was included on the 
school fee statement. The price of books purchased late increased to $45.00. 

During the four years of high school Roosevelt students are placed in position 
to become whatever their future hold for them. The last time they stand in the 
doorway of Theodore Roosevelt High School's doors they are in position for 
whatever the world throws at them next. Volume 82's theme, In Position, was 
thought up by Hanna Albaugh at the University of Iowa's Summer Journalism 
Workshop. 

All photos taken by The Roughrider's staff were shot with either a Canon 
Powershot S45 or a Canon EOS digital camera. Other photos were submitted by 
various students and put onto staff's computers with a Scanjet 4570c scanner, 
CD's containing photos, or memory disks/sticks which were read by a 6IN1 
card reader. 

In Position's spreads were created on 18 different Dell PC's using HJ Image 
IN v2.01, Adobe PageMaker 6.5, and Adobe Photoshop 6.0. 

The different fonts used throughout the book were Arial, Times New Roman, 
Comic Sans MS, Verdana, Avant Garde Bk Bt, and Tahoma. 

The Roughrider was a member of Quill and Scroll, the National Press 
Association, and the Iowa High School Press Association. Our Herff Jones 
representative was Chris Heikes and our advisor was Tracey Schlichte.
